October vacation for school 
year 3013-'2014 is October 7 to 
October 11. To stay away &oni 
school without permission is 
considered prolubited absen¬ 
teeism. By this IS meant, amv- 
mg consistently late, skipping 
scliool, or gomg on vacation 
during the school period. 

Luxury Ab sent«ei5m: 

A student who falls under die 
mandatory education law, wlio 
stays away fiom school with¬ 


out permission before or after 
a vacation, is considered tak¬ 
ing luxury absenteeism Stu¬ 
dents who are absent without 
proper notice will be reported 
to the school Head who in turn 
will report this to tlie Bureau of 
Mandatoiy Education 

No student is allowed to 
take a vacation before the as¬ 
signed vacation period, nor is 
it penmssible to take vacation 
after tlie legal vacation period 
when school has resumed. The 
Bureau will take drastic meas¬ 
ures with respect to tlie luxury 
absenteeism.

2013 Program for Dengue Control is underway 


ORANJESTAD- The Depart¬ 
ment of Ribhc Healtli (DESPA) 
iiotifieii the CDminunity that it 
has begun its annual campaign 
“Sin cnadem no bn sanguia, an 
sangurano Im dengue" - “With 
no breeding ground there is no 
mosquito - without inosqrutoes, 
biere is no dengue." 

It IS very imp ortant MOT to 
give tlie Aedes aegyph mos¬ 
quito tlie ■±ance to reproduce. 
DESPAs focus IS to infomi is¬ 
landers about Dengue, its ef¬ 
fects, what to do if contacting 
dengue, but most importantly, 
how to prevent dengue entirely. 


The best ways to prevent 
dengue is to inlnbit tire breeding 
of the mosquito that caines tlie 
disease. Be veiy conscientious 
m disposing of empty bottles 
and other garbage in properly 
dosed trash cans tliat will not 
collect water. Empty contamers 
strewn about can collect watei, 
and the mosquitoes can lay 
their eggs in tiny amounts in 
bottle caps. Dispose of water 
m saucers undei' plant pots, in 
wheel barrows, old appliances 
left m tlie open and otlier ob¬ 
jects where rainwater can col¬ 
lect Be particularly awai'e tliat 


Aedes aegypti breed in clean 
water, such as pet bowls, but 
wiU not breed in muddy pud¬ 
dles. When throwing water 
away from a containei; wash 
tlie container afterwards with 
soap and dry it as the sliglitest 
water left belund provides a 
breeding gi'ound. Fountains and 
pools m tlie garden CEtti be pro¬ 
tected by addmg koi to the 
water to consume any mosqmto 
eggs.

Dengue is a common viral 
infection spread by the mos¬ 
quito Aedes aegypti. An m- 
fecled human is bitten by a 
mosquito, tlie infected mos¬ 
quito tlien bites another humaa 
and the icycle contnues. Ttie fe¬ 
male mosqiuto has a lifespan of 
more or less 31) days and lays 
her eggs (about 100} on the 
sides of containers witli clean 
water. Eggs hatch into laivae 
after a rain or flooding. Alarva 
changes into a pupa in about a 
week and into a mosquito m 
two days. Eggs tliat have not 
hatched can survive i. yeai' 
witliout water. Tliat is why it is 
important to get nd of all eggs. 
Once immersed in just a little 
bit of water they can hatch mto 
adult Aedes aegypti mo sqmtoes 
- which caines one of the 4 
types of Dengue ^^irus — trans¬ 
mits and causes Dengue fevei" 
Dengue infections are 
caused by four closely related 
vimses, which ai'e called 
serotypes because each has dif¬ 
ferent interactions with the an¬ 
tibodies in human blood serum. 
Initial conti'action of the vims 
can cause lugh fevei; 
headaches, aching joints and 
usually, a lot ofpam ai'Dund the 
eyes, differenhating it from typ¬ 
ical flu symptoms. In milder 
cases it can simply mmiic tlie 



influenza virus. Once 
contracted, a person 
has antibodies that 
prevent them 
from being in¬ 
fected by the 
same strain 


ever again 
However, since 
there are four 
different strains, a 
new strain can 
react catastrophically 
with antibodies present 
in a victim.

“Gulf Coast residents m po¬ 
tentially impacted areas should 
take steps now to be prepared 
and follow the direction of 
local officials," said Craig Fu¬ 
gate, head of the Federal Emer¬ 
gency Management Agency. 

Households should stock up 
on essentials such as water, 
non-penshable food and me¬ 
dication, as well as cell phone 
chai’gers and extra batteries for 


radios and flashlights, FEMA 
said. 

Obama directed his team to 
ensure that federal res cure es 
and manpower needed to help 
state and local offiaals was m 
place, his spokesman Jay Car¬ 
ney said.

Over 130 dead in Italy 
migrant boat disaster 


ROME (AFP) - Over UO peo¬ 
ple drowned yesterday after a 
boat carrying up to SDO African 
asylutn seekers cauglit fire and 
SEHik off ItaJiaii shores in one 
of tlie worst such, disasters in 
tire Mediterranean. 

“There Bdre 93 victims, m- 
diiding three clnidren and two 
pregnant women," said Interior 
Minister AngelinoAlfano, who 
flew to the remote island of 
Lampedusa near where the 
ti’agedy happened. 

P.escue divers later said 
tlrey had identified at least 4D 
more bodies in and around the 
sunken week at a depth of 
around 40 meters (130 feet), 
just a few hundred meters 
from the shore. 

There were fears that tlie 
final toll could rise further to 
300 or more people smee res¬ 
cuers said that only ISl sur¬ 
vivors had been plucked from 
tire water more than 11 hours 
after the disaster, 

Lampedusa is one of the 
main entty p oints into the Eu- 
ropean Union for asylum-seek¬ 


ers crossing fi'om Afinca or the 
eastern Mediteixanean. 

The bodies were being 
taken to a hangai' at the local 
airport because there was no 
more ro om m tlie local morgue 
on the remote island, which 
has a populatton of around 
fi,Q0Q people. 

The UN estimates some 
30,000 migrants have died at 
sea tiying to reach Europe 
since the late 1990s, crossing 
Dll rickety fislung boats or 
diiiglues. 

Survivors said they were 
from Eritiea and Somdia and 
had left firom the Libyan port 
of Misrala. 

The migrants told rescuers 
they set fire to a blanket on the 
boat to atti'act the attention of 
coast guards after their vessel 
began taking on water and 
passing fishing boats ignored 
diem.

Doctors still prescribe 
antibiotics too often: 


US study 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
doctors prescnbe Eintibiotics 
to SIX out of ID patients wilh 
a sore throat, even though 
only one infection in 10 is se¬ 
vere enough to ment them, 
researchers said Thursday. 

Oveiprescnbing of antibi¬ 
otics IS dangerous because it 
contnbutes to the rise of su¬ 
perhugs that do not respond 
to treatment. 

US health officials have 
repeatedly warned that nearly 
all major bactenal infections 
m the world are becoming re¬ 
sistant to the antibiotic treat¬ 
ment of choice. 

The latest study by 
Michael Barnett and Jeffrey 
Linder at Harvard University 
and Brigham and Women’s 
Hospital included data on 
more than S, lOD visits to doc¬ 
tors' offices and emergency 
d ep artments from 1997- 
201Q. 

Antibiotic prescribing 
rates were initially around 3 D 
percent and have bottomed 
out at dD percent for the past 
decade, said the research let¬ 
ter in the Journal of the 
American Medical Associa¬ 
tion. 

"Among adults seeking 
care with sore throat, the 
prevalence of group A Strep¬ 


tococcus (GAS) infec¬ 
tion -- the only common 
cause of sore throat re¬ 
antibiotics -- is 
about 10 percent," said 
tlie letter. 

Tire research shows 
til at despite concerns 
about rising resistance 
to antibiotics, physi¬ 
cians are not changing 
their habit of regularly pre¬ 
scribing remedies like peni¬ 
cillin, amoxicillin and 
erydiromycin which may not 
he necessary. 

" D e spite de cad es o f e ffort, 
we found only incremental 
impr 0 vement in antibi o ti c 
prescribing for adults making 
a visit with sore tliroat," said 
the letter in JAMA 

"The antibiotic pres cubing 
rate dropped from roughly SD 
percent to 70 percent around 
1993 and dropped again 
around 3000 to 60 percent, 
where it has remained sta¬ 
ble." 

P.esearchers noted that 
their data did not include de¬ 
tails on the severity of the 
sore throats, so it was impos¬ 
sible to judge whether the 
prescriptions given were ap¬ 
propriate. 

"Antibiotic prescnbing to 
patients who are unlikely to 
benefit is not benign. All an¬ 
tibiotic prescribing increases 
the prevalence of antibiotic- 
resistant bactena," the doc¬ 
tors concluded. 

"The financial cost of un¬ 
necessary antibiotic prescrib¬ 
ing to adults with sore tliroat 
in the United Slates from 
1997 to 3010 was conserva¬ 
tively $50D million." 


Hyundai cars 
to ditch 
cigarette 
lighter socket

SEOUL (AFP) - Hyundai 
Motor said Thursday it 
would slop putting cigai'ette 
lighter sockets in cars made 
for the domestic market in 
favour of a USB power 
point. 

The South Korean auto 
giant said its decision would 
affect all passenger cars and 
SUVs sold at home from 
this month. 

A company spokesman 
said the automaker was " the 
first auto company in the 
world" to make tlie change. 

He said the company 
would survey consumers in 
other counlnes to see 
whether the change should 
he adopted elseiivhere. 

Hyundai's decision fol¬ 
lowed a domestic survey 
that showed many drivers 
used the lighter jack to 
charge mobile phones or 
tablet computers ratlier tlian 
for lighting cigarettes. 

Car lighters themselves 
are no longer offered as 
standard in the United 
States and Europe, with the 
socket often treated instead 
as a general pui'pDse auxil¬ 
iary power source. 

Hyundai said its m-car 
ashtrEiys would remain the 
same and smokers could 
buy a USB-powered ciga¬ 
rette lighter. 

Hyundai, together with 
its smaller affiliate Kia, is 
the world's fifth-1 argest au¬ 
tomaker It sold 4.4 million 
cars worldwide in 3D 13.

risk to ailing 



PARIS (AFP) - Manne sa- 
entists warned Thursday that 
Dur oceans are declining 
more rapidly than previously 
drought -- becoming ever 
warmer and more acidic and 
losing oxygen at an alarming 
rale 

■We have been taking the 
ocean for granted," states a 
report that waims of a 
" deadly Ino' of ocean warm¬ 
ing, acidiScation, and oxy¬ 
gen loss. 

■We are exposing or¬ 
ganisms to intolerable evolu¬ 
tionary pressure," it said. 
"The next mass (species) ex¬ 
tinction event may have al¬ 
ready begun." 

Tire scienlific review by 
die International Programme 
on the State of the Ocean 
(IPSD) and the International 
Union for the Conseiwation 
of Nature cautioned of un¬ 
precedented ocean acidifica- 
don as humans keep burning 
oil and coal and pump out 
carbon dioxide (C02) -- 
about a diird of winch is ab¬ 
sorbed by the sea. 

Today's rate of carbon re¬ 
lease, about 20 gigalonnes of 
C02 per year, was at least 10 
dmes faster than that which 
preceded die last major 
species extinction on Earth 
about 55 million years ago, it 
said. 

Tlie level of ocean acidi¬ 
fication IS unparallelled in at 
least 30 D million years, said 
die review released just a 
week after the UN's Inter- 
go vemniental Panel on Cli¬ 
mate Change said the ocean 
was absorbing more than 50 
percent of the heat trapped 
on Earth by greenhouse gas 
emissions. 

Tlie new report said the 
average upper o cean temper¬ 
ature has increased bv D d 
degrees Celsius (1.03 deg 
Falirenlieit) over the last IDO 
years. Further wanning will 
likely cause the disappear¬ 
ance of Arctic summer sea 
ice, further oxygen depletion 
and the release of Eardi- 
wamuiig methane trapped in 
die Arctic seabed. 

It also warned of a fast 
drop 111 dissolved oxygen in 
seawater — with predictions 
of a 1-7 percent decline by 
2100 caused by the ejects of 
global wanning and nutnent 
runoff into die sea from agn- 
cultural fertilisers and 
sewage. 






Method for 'designer babies' 
in the ethicai spotiight 


PAPvIS (AFP) - European 
bioeduasts raised the red flag 
Tliursday over an American 
patent for a method that 
could allow people to choose 
genetic trails like eye colour 
in cluldren sired from donor 
eggs or spemi. 

The patent for what is 
called a "gamete (egg or 
sperm) donor selection" 
method, was granted by the 
US Patent and Trademark Of¬ 
fice (USPTD) to die firm 
23andMe on September 24. 

A descnplioii on the 
USPTD website said the 
"'techiuque allows the poten¬ 
tial gamete recipients to make 
more informed donor 
choices". 

"What 2 3 and Me is claim¬ 
ing IS a method by which 
prospective donors of ova 
and/or spemi maybe selected 
so as to increase the likeli¬

A figure attached to the 
patent application would 
allow prospective parents to 
indicate whether "I prefer a 
child with": "longest ex¬ 
pected life span", "least ex¬ 
pected life cost of health 
care", or "least expected cu¬ 
mulative duration of hospi¬ 
talisation'^ they said. 

There were also options 
for" 0% hkely endurance ath¬ 


lete" and "100 % likely 
sprinter", though the com¬ 
pany had stated it could not 
guarantee tlie outcome but 
merely boost the chances of 
a child having the desired 
traits. 

Tlie commentators de¬ 
scribe the method as "hugely 
etliically controversial" -- 
particularly as it allows for 
the selection of characteris¬ 
tics tlial have nothing to do 
witli tlie cluld's health. 

" At no stage dunng the 
ex animation of the patent ap - 
plication did the patent office 
examiner question whether 
techniques for faahtating the 
'design' of future human ba¬ 
bies were appropriate subject 
matter for a patent," they 
wrote. 

The USFTO said it did not 
comment on issued p atents 

23forMe said the patent, 
applied for more than five 
years ago, was for a tool 
dubbed Family Traits Inhen- 
lance Calculator that offered 
"an engaging way for you 
and your partner to see what 
kind of traits your cluld 
might inherit firom you" -- 
from eye colour to whether 
the child will be able to per¬ 
ceive bitter taste or be lactose 
intolerant. 

The IcBiguage of tlie patent 
was much broader than the 
leclinology to support the 
calculator, the company said 
in a blog on its website. 

"At the time 33andMe 
filed the patent, there was 


consideration that the tech¬ 
nology could have potential 
applicatians for fertility clin¬ 
ics, so language specific to 
tlie fertihty treatment process 
was included," it said. 

"Tlie company never pur¬ 
sued the concepts discussed 
111 the patent beyond our 
Family Traits Inheritance 
Calculator, nor do we have 
any plans to do so."

WASHINGTON (AFP) -Tlie 
US Treasury warned yester- 
daiy af a disastrous outcome 
if Cangress's refi-isal to raise 
the country's borrowing ceil¬ 
ing farces it to default on ob¬ 
ligations 

It said that the fallout 
could include returning to a 
recession as deep as that of 
2003-200?^ if its borrowing 
power IS not increased by Oc- 
tober 17^ when it forecasts 
the government will exhaust 
its cash and be unable to pay 
all its bills. 

"In the event that a debt 
limit impasse were to lead to 
a default, it could have a cat¬ 
astrophic effect on not just fi¬ 
nancial markets but also on 
job creation, consumer 
spending and economic 
growth," the Treasury said in 
areport. 

"Credit markets could 
fi'eeze, tlie value of the dollar 
could plummet, US interest 
rates could skyrocket, the ne¬ 
gative spillovers could rever¬ 
berate around the world, and 
there might be a financial cn- 
sis and recession that could 
echo the events of 2003 or 
worse '* 

Tlie warning sent shudders 
through markets, with US 
stocks sinking yesterday, as 
the government passed the 
third day of a dramatic shut¬ 
down due to Congress's stale¬ 
mate over a new budget. 

Til at b attl e app e ar ed m or e 
and more likely to be sub¬ 
sumed by a tense fight over 
the debt ceiling, and the 
Treasury warned strongly 
against' brink smanship" that 
could carry the fight to or 
past tlie ITtfi. 

"As we saw two years ago, 
prolonged uncertainty over 
whether our nation will pay 
Its bills in fiill and on time 
hurts our economy," Treasury 
Secretary Jacob Lew said in a 
statement 

"Postpomng a debt ceiling 
increase to the very last 
minute is exactly what our 
economy does not need -- a 



self-inflicted wound harming 
families and businesses." 

The government IS already 
just barely operating below 
the $li5.7 trillion ceiling on 
the back of "extraordinary 
measures" carried out since 
May to meet a cliromc deficit 
of about $dD billion a month, 
according to the Treasiiry 

Tliose measures will be 
exhausted by October 17, 
leaving the Treasury with 
only a small amount of cash 
to meet constantpayment ob¬ 
ligations. 

It said that the impasse m 
Congress overpassing anew 
budget and raising the debt 
ceiling was already unnerv¬ 
ing markets, echoing the fight 
over raising tlie limit two 
years ago. 

Tlie July-All gust 2011 bat¬ 
tle went to the bnnk of de¬ 
fault and, thougli that did not 
happen, still saw the US 
triple-A credit rating cut by 
Standard & Poor’s. 

A senior Treasury official, 
speaking on condition of ano¬ 
nymity, said til at even wi til- 
out a default, the 2011 
debacle put "long-la sting 
scars'" on the economy.

LONDON (AFP) - Wayne 
Rooney and Daniel Stumdge 
were □nThursdB[>''recEdledby 
England manager Roy Hodg¬ 
son for tlie decisive World 
Cup qualifiers at home to 
Montenegro and Poland later 
this month. 

Both players missed Eng¬ 
land's last two games through 
injury. 

Rooney has been recalled 
despite sitting out Manches¬ 
ter United's 1-1 draw away to 
Sliakhtar Donetsk in the 
Champions League on 
Wednesday with a shin in¬ 
jury, but Hodgson expressed 
confidence about Ins fitness 

"We are reliably informed 
that it's not a serious injury 
and it wont stop him joining 
up with us," Hodgson told a 
press conference at Wembley 
Stadium. 

The England manager said 
he was excited about the 
prospect of deploying 
Rooney and Stumdge to¬ 
gether, the two strikers hav¬ 
ing scored 12 goals between 
them since the start of the 
season. 

"I was tlnnking these two 
players are m great form," he 
said. 

"I'm happy that at the mo¬ 
ment things are looking very 
good, squad-wise. 

"I'm very hopeful and very 
confident that this group of 
players, as long as tliey come 
tlirough this weekend's 
games, they will take us there 
(to die World Cup finals in 
Brazil).' 

England face Montenegro 
at Wembley on October 11, 
before tackling Poland at tlie 
same venue four days later. 


Hodgson's side approach 
the two games as die leading 
side in European qualifying 
Group H and know that a pair 
of victories will guarantee 
them a berdi in Brazil. 

Despite die returns of 
Rooney and in-form Liver¬ 
pool stnker Stumdge, 
Southampton's Rickie Lam¬ 
bert kept his place fi'om the 
squad that won 4-0 at home 
to Moldova and drew 0-0 in 
Ukraine in September. 

Everton midfielder Ross 
Barkley and Tottenham Hot¬ 
spur winger Andros 
Townsend were also retained, 
having received their first 
senior international call-ups 
for diose two games 

There was a recall for 
Umted defender Plnl Jones, 
but Liverpool fiill-back Glen 
Johnson, Arsenal wingers 
Tlieo Walcott and 5 ex 
Qxlade-Chamberlain, and 
West Ham United sinker 
Andy Carroll all missed out 
through injury. 

United winger Ashley 
Young and Liverpool forward 
Ralieem Sterling were not se¬ 
lected 

Hodgson also gave his 
support to first-choice goal¬ 
keeper Joe Hart, who was 
criticised for being beaten at 
his near post twice in Man¬ 
chester City's 3-1 loss at 
home to Bayern Mumch on 
Wednesday.

Qatar in labour rights storm 
amid FIFA talks 


ZURICH (AFP) - Claims that 
migrant workers are treated 
like slaves m 2D23 World 
Cup host Qatar were centre 
stage on Ttiursday as global 
football’s governing body 
FIFA met behind closed 
do ors. 

Already scheduled to de¬ 
bate shifting the 3Q23 edition 
firom the World Cup's tradi¬ 
tional June and July slot in 
order to escape the stifling 
Gulf heat -- a plan which has 
Fingered European leagues 
tliat fear mid-season havoc -- 
FIFA found the spotlight 
slufting to alleged human 
nghts abuses against the 
workers paving the pay for 
tlie touniament. 

But with campaigners 
charging that w^orkers are 
paying with their lives to pre¬ 
pare far the global football 
showcase, both FIFA and 
Qatar tackled the concerns 
with waiting reporters 

With Qatar's actual sta¬ 
dium -b uil ding p ro gr aiiiiii e 
yet to begin, the deaths are 
not directly related to the 
football side of the World 
Cup, FIFA communications 
chief Walter De Gregorio un¬ 
derlined. 

'But any death is a death 
too many," he said. 'We are 
very much aware of tlie situ¬ 


ation." 

'Together, I think, we're 
going to find a solution to im¬ 
prove, or maybe to change, 
the situation that for sure, for 
everybody is unacceptable," 
he said. 

FIFAhas held regular dis¬ 
cussions with international 
human rights groups and 
unions for two years, De Gre¬ 
gorio noted. 

"We're trying to put pres¬ 
sure on Qatar to chcHige a sit¬ 
uation winch IS unacceptable 
for all concerned. But I want 
to highlight tliat it's not FIFA 
against Qatar. We're all on the 
same page, trying to change 
tlie situation for the better of 
everyone. Qatar can change, 
and Qatar is very open to all 
discussions we're having," he 
added. 

Hassan AI Tliawadi, head 
of Qatar's World Cup com¬ 
mittee, said worker deaths 
were a stark issue and in¬ 
sisted the gavemmeiit was 
dealing with it. 

'Wlien you reach the point 
where people die, it always 
raises issues of humanity Is 
tins acceptable'? Of course it 
isn't The gavemmeiit has 
said so quite clearly" be said 
as he arrived at FIFA's build¬ 
ing in a leafy suburb over¬ 
looking Zuriiib. 


'We are going to ensure 
the security, the protection 
and tlie honour of everyone. 
We've worked to tliat pledge, 
will continue to do so,, and 
will always give it the utmo st 
priority' he added. 

Tlie rights issue reached 
fever pitch after a report last 
week by British daily The 
Guardian on Nepalese work¬ 
ers at World Cup projects. 

Quoting documents firom 
Nepal's embassy in Qatar it 
sard thousands of Nepalese - 
- at 370,000 tlie second 
largest group of labourers in 
Qatar after Indians -- faced 
"modern-day slavery' and 
tliat dozens had died in recent 
weeks. 

Beyond tlie fatalities, crit¬ 
ics also slam the confiscation 
of p assp orts, withbo 1 ding 
wages for long penods, debts 
to recruiters, insufficient 
drinking water in scorching 
temperatures, and squalid 
camps for labourers. 

'Hie World Cup has added 
intensity to ongoing cnticism 
of several Gulf states' rules 
on foreign workers. 

Amnesty International 
said it would publish an in- 
depth report next month on 
Qatar, tlie world's wealtlnest 
nation per capita
